The Sitnation-The Traitors 

■\Vhataio the intentions, what the 
plana of tho Slackonzio Administra- 
liou with rofoieuco to tho Terms of 
Union in general and tho Ilailway co- 
venant in iMirtioular? Tlio question 
is one of iuofouiul concennnont to 
this liiitisli Colinubia of ours, and 
wo Hliall endeavour to throw upon it 
any glinnuor of li^dit deduciblo from 
Mr. Mackjnzio'H verhal and published 
uttorancoB thereanent. Tho Hpeeeh 
dtliverod by Mr. Mackenzie upon 
tho occasion of his ro-election in No- 
vember last, pavo birth to hope. On 
tho railway obligation ho -was HuiTicent- 
ly definite and pronounced. Tho faith of 
the Dominion had been pledged, im- 
properly it was true, yet .still j-lcdged, 
to construct the Pacilic Railway with- 
in ten ycary after Union. Nearly three 
yentJ of that time had already elapsed, 
and little more than seven reuiained 
to do what the Dominion had pledged 
itself to perform. Such was in sub- 
stance what Mr. Mackenzie said, and 
it was calculated to rai.so our hopes. 
But no sooner does Mr. Mackenzie 
appear to have become conscious of 
his growing strength and determinoil 
on an appeal to the constituent body 
then he began to change his tone and 
talk about the ' -impoKsibility" of the 
fidtilment of the railway convunant 
and tho neces.sity of obtaining a "re- 
laxation" of tho Terms of Union. Thus 
wo found iu hia pulilislicd aildics-ics 
vaguo language of doubtful import, 
employed in referenco to tho Terms. 
Following Mr. Maokcuzio to Hamilton, 
we find him, on the Kith of January, 
speaking after this fashion: — "You 
areuU aware that British Columbia 
simply asked as tho terms of union 
that steps should be taken to con- 
struct a railway across the country to 
connect that Province with the rest of 
the Dominion, as soon as tho financial 
condition of the country would admit 
of it, and in the meantime that a means 
of communication should be establish- 
ed. We were all willing to accept 
the terms which British Columbia 
ofl'ored, but tho lato Aduiinistiatioii 
proposed tliat tho eountiy should luiid 
itself to build tho road within ten 
years from that time, the survoy.s to 
be completed and tho road begun in 
two years, and tho work complcteil 
at the end of^i^tlicr eight. I njaintain- 
cd at the time that tho aci.'oinplisli- 
mcut of this was a j)liysical impossi- 
bility, and the undertaking of it an 
act of madness. "What has been the re- 
sult? Nearly three years of tho ton 
have passed, and as 1 have stated in 
my address, there is not a single mile 
of the road located, while there :ire 
hundreds of miles which have never 
been explored. I do not wish to go 
to the couuti'y at a general election 
endeavoring to make you or the ]>i-o- 
plo of Britisli Columbia believe that 
wo shall hi: able to build that entire 
road within the iie.xt seven years. T!ie 
survey of the Intercolonial liuilway 
was begun iu 18lj-i, more than iiiue 
years ago, and the work of construction 
in 186S, and it will take a year and a 
half yet to finish it. This is our ac- 
tual experienco wit h a road constructed 
when great facilities were otrcred t(j 
procure men and malerial. The Pa- 
cific Kail way is more than five times 
its length, and a promise to finish ltd 
construction within the next seven 
years is tooprcposter(nis to be worthy 
of serious consideration. Wi, raorosK,

tlio '21st January, saying:— "They hud 
also to deal with the constructi(jn of 
the Pacific Kailroad. Tho baigam 
with British Columbia was already 
brjkon. Tho Government iiroposeo 
lucouuuence in the rear of this city 
toward.s the Ottawa to make a .short 
line of railway to reach the navigable 
waters of the Ocoi gian Bay at tho most 
favourable jjoiut, and to use tho Lakes 
to connect with either Neopigon Bay, 
or Thunder Bay, whichever migid 
prove to be the most snitable. Urom 
that ]ioiiit a road would bo construct- 
ed, forming part of the ultimate 
through liiK!, to Fort Garry, where it 
would connect with tho great inland 
navigable waters of the continent, a ml 
Mr. Sandford Fleming was of ojjin- 
ionthatat very little oxpeiiso Miey 
could reach by Lake Slanitoba and 
Wineppgnssis, and tho Saokatchewan 
lliver, to a point very near tho base of 
the Rocky Mountains, whence the 
railway must be built au upoedily as 
pfissiblo. till thoy reacherl the walers 
of the Pacific. (A Voice— Chinese h.- 
bour. Another \'oico — Northern Pa- 
cific") 

It 18 painfully evident from these ex- 
tracts 'hat Mr. Mackenzie is about to 
ask British Columbia for a relaxation 
or modification of tho Terms of Union. 
Is this a time for British Columbia to 
fake tho initiativo and open up tho 
Treaty of Union, thereby pluying 
right into Mr. Mackonzio's hitnds? As- 
suredly not. It would, indeed, bo difii- 
oult to concoivo of anything moio im- 
prudent and suicidal. Lot Mr. Mac- 
Lnrie submit his proposition first; and 
if it should bo of a character to bo at 
oil outortaincd, lot tho people, in tho 



suited. Nolnxly hut a fool or a trai- 
tor would throw- tho Treaty open, un- 
der such critical and tiusijicioua cir- 
cumstaiicos; and it is imposolble to re- 
pel tlio painful suspicion' that Mr. Do- 
Cosmos is being uaod as a tool for tho 
purpose of opening tbo way to onablo 
Mr. Mackenzie to obtain tho desired 
relaxation hia on own terms.

— Two psigps iu to'tUy's 
oflioial Giuellc aro ilevotiiil to a proclamn- 
tion by ('apt. Gcneriil ,Tovellar who has 
been liitely reiiistated with L'.xtr.Ttjrdiimry 
powers. It givoa a,' full exposition oftlie 
present state of insurrection and caiiaes 
of its oontinuaucu. Also, an assu'ranoe 
that peaceable citi:^t>ns may live purely 
under protection of laws. It decliirtjs tho 
Islaiul in a state of Kicgt>. The rebeks antl 
uersiuis aecu.sod of sedition, iiiunlcr, and 
situilar crimes aic to bo ti'iod by onurt- 
martial; ond persons charged with other 
crimes and miudeameanors are to bo tried 
before ordinar.r courts. It orders mobi- 
lization for active sorvion of one ■N'olun- 
teer out of every ton, to be iminotliately 
enrolled and continued in tho service for 
si.x muntlis. All iiersons between tho 
ago of '2.') .iiid -15 years, not volnntiiora on 
the 1st February, are to bo enrolled in the 
militia. Voluntary enlistment to bo for 
one year, and any volunteer who may en- 
lint for ono year to bo exenii>t from all 
future drafts. Every dniffoil voluntopr 
to receive 8100 bounty. Drafted volun- 
toors to bo allowiid to furnishsubstitiites; 
but tho payment of money to be received 
from tho service will not bo allowed. No 
one subject to draft will be permitted to 
leave tho Island i^nlesa he gi\ca bCnds 
that ho will furnish a substitute in ease 
ho is draftotl. All persons over -15 years 
of age will have to furnish for mobiliza- 
tion one man oat of every ten. 



Europe- 

LoNPON, Fob. 7. — In the Parliamentary 
elcctiouB tc-day in nine constituenoies 11 
Conservatives and 3 Liberals were rr.turn- 
ed.

e.\i)e(;teil the-y would oxe'Petl 820,000,000. 

Tho Melbourne .l^'yiicsny ^i that tlicjirort- 
jjcrity of tho colony excetids anv thing 
over recorded in its history. Ijaiul is in 
groat demond, and at oxtraurtliiiary rates. 
A sale of lautl, locattnl in llio siibtubs of 
he city, tho estate of a decoasiid olorgy- 
iiiay, is iustaiicetl as an t-.^utii|do. The 
proiiorty emisistod of about two acres in 
extent, wbicli cost (.irigiiiallv .L'150. It 
realized at public auction £77,0U0 15s., 
with tho fow bnildings on it.

At the recent Wesleyau I\[i.ssionnry 
meeting nt Ottawa, Kev". Mr. Crosby tf 
British Columbia wns introduced, and in 
on iutei'estings])occb c.v:))laii.odtiie lioauty 
and grandeur of tho i)roviuL'o of Britisii 
Cohiinhia. Ho gave a ciipitid coicri]di. b 
of tho (icouery nnd mountains of timt 
country, and dwelt on its uiiuenil rcsonr- 
ci>s.
